Industrial and Miscellaneous Securities 


Under the heading “Industrial and Miscellaneous Securities” we include all issues which do not appear under the 
previous three headings, namely “Railroads,” “Investing Companies” and “Public Utilities.” In the case of stocks, how- 
ever, we put “Textiles” “Mines” and “Real "Estate Trust Securities” under tala heads, then follow with the rest of 
the “Industrial and Miscellaneous.”

0.90% and the later maturity is yielding 2.95%.
